A PROMINENT CITIZEN GONE. 


Brief Sketch of the late Dr. J. TV. South.

Dr. James W, Bxrath died at the family 


residence, 529 John street, on Friday 
morning at 6:30, of Brigbt's disease. He 
had been confined to his bouse for several 
weeks, but gave some of his time to hia 
practice. Dr. Bouth was a native of 
Ohio, but removed to Deoatur, 111, in 
early youlh. At the outbreak of the re- 
bellion he enlisted while set a boy, carry- 
ing a musket through the hardships of 
Sherman's and Grant's campaigns, beiug 
engaged in the Slnloh and other severe 
fights. When tbe war closed he devoted 
himself to a collegiate course in both tbe 
honcepBthio and allopathic branches of 
medicine, gradunting witb high honors. 
He was one, if not tbe first, charter mem- 
ber of the first G, A. R. post instituted in 
the United States, Iu 1878 he came to 
St. Panl and engaged in practice in this 
city, where he built up a very extensive 
practio—in fact so great that he called in 
as partner ore of hie several brothers (Dr. 
Geo. E. Bonth), all of whom are physi- 
cians. He has built up around him a 
practice as well as a circle of friends sec- 
ond to none'. His father was a surgeon 
in the army during the rebellion. The 
social as well as professional circle in 
which Dr. Roulh moved will greatly miss 
his genial countenance and courteous 
presence. The funeral will take place 
from the family residence at 4 p. m. to- 
day. Dr, Christie, of the House of Hope 
church, officiating. The interment will 
be at Oakland cemetery. The pall bear- 
ers are R. L, Gorman, D, B. Noyes, 0. P. 
Noyes, O. G. Bunker, 0. H. Bigelow and 
G. L. Farwell. The deceased was mar- 
ried twenty years ago to Mies DeVore, of 
Springfield, 111, who survives him; he 
also leaves a daughter. His father, prom- 
inent in his profession, died several years 
ago, but the mother survives at tbe old 
home in Illinois. The deceased was 13 
years of age.

ana Wind.

The dark, greenish bned clouds ths 


turned day into night between three and 
four o'clock yesterday afternoon, com 
pelling merchants to light the gas, caused 
considerable anxiety and no little alarm 
in Deoatnr. 
Remembering the fate o 


Xenia, Odell, Kansas City and othe: 
prints, the people hud good cause fo: 
fear of a tornado or ojclone. The clouds 
rolled up from the northwest quite rap 
idly, and as the darkness increased bus 
bands and fathers Untried to their homes 
ladies down town shopping hastened to 
places of safety, and teamsters got off the 
streets. A strong wind was expected bui 
it did not appear, greatly to the relief 01 
the people; but when the clouds were 
over the city the rain commenced falling 
and it came down in torrents, turning the 
streets and branches into rivers anc 
choking up the sewers, the water doing 
more less damage about the city to weak 
culverts and recent excavations. There 
was no hail in Deoatur, but there was 
enough lightning to make the storm in- 
teresting for neivons people. 


DAMAGE WH8T OF BEOATCE. 


Four and five miles west of Decatur 


the storm was of considerable severity 
and did much damage. The storm was I 
tornado in that direction, and was com- 
ing toward Deoatnr from the west direct 
when for some unknown cause it divided 
and fortunately gave the city the go-by 


At Samuel Leonard's place the storm 


of hail broke all the windows on the wesl 
side of his house, letting in a deluge o! 
rain, doing much damage. Trees were 
blown down and the top of the well was 
wrecked. 


The farm of M. 0. Glasgow wua in the 


track of the tornado. The west windows 
ot his fine dwelling were broken by the 
hail, and his barn was partly unroofed. 


'Squire Williamson, the colored farmer, 


had a cumber of trees blown down on 
his place. 


At the J. H. Constant place (the Wykle 


farm) apple and forest trees were blown 
down, and a half-dozen gaps in a 30 yea: 
old rail fence were torn out. At this point 
the tornado seemed to weaken and di- 
vide, going in a southerly direction. 


At Daniel Lmytou's place a large hick- 


ory tree wn& wrecked. 


Bobert Priddy bad seven trees in his 


orchard wrecked and port of the farm 
fence was blown eway. 


Jacob Constant and his son, J. H, were 


in Deoatnr while the tornado was raging 
about their home. Going west in the 
rain they noticed no high wind until they 
got to the W} kle place. 


AT BBABBDALE. 


The tornado did much damage to trees, 


fences and barns near Bearsdale, five 
miles northwest of Deoatur. The roof of 
Wm. Kaylor's dwelling was torn off, and 
the barns of Jacob Kaylor, Samuel Sites 
and other farmers were unroofed. The 
E. H, Lehew orchard was almost entirely 
demolished. The storm caused general 
'right. There was some hail,

Sup't Gastman's Talk at the Y. M. 0 


A. on the subject of "The Life History 
of the Bee" last evening, was eminently 
successful, and was what the Talk was 
intended to be— practical— and imparting 
much information to those present, en 
listing their closest attention and calling 
forth questions in relation to the subject 
Mr. Gaitman has made bee culture a 
study for more than twenty years, and 
eays it is the only thing he professes to 
know anything about. 
He began by 


stating that the bee is a representative 
animal; there are said to be about 250 
000 different kinds of animals, of which 
100,000 are known to be insects. Here 
he had the boys of the Junior define an 
insect, and they did it. He then spoki 
of the scientific classification of the two 
great divisions of animals — Vertebrates 
and Articulates, with examples of each 
and also the different classes of insects, 
making a number of good points in re- 
gard to the individual species found in 
this part of the world. In every colon; 
of bees there are three kinds— the queen 
or mother bee, the worker bee, which 
gathers the honey, and the drone, or male 
bee. The queen is the only bee tha 
that lives over— through the winter al 
die off soon after the frost— and in the 
spring the queen bee begins work alone 
gathers pollen, and begins making sells 
in each ot which she deposits an egg. In 
three days the egg hatcher, a little worm 
or grab which she feeds with pollen or 
bee bread, and keeps warm for 8 days, 
when the little fellow is sealed up, or as 
it were, wrapped up in a cocoon for 11 
days more, when he comes oat a younj 
bee. After two weeks of growth he de 
velops and is a toll- grown bee, ready for 
business. As the workers increase, they 
take up their work and relieve the queen 
their work being to make comb, honey 
and feed the young bees and by their 
presence keep the proper temperature for 
coming workers. All insects oome from 
eggs, and the reason why there isn't more 
trouble from the graeshopper,army worm, 
etc , is that the condition ot climate, tenv 
perature, &o., is favorable for their growth 
and development after batching. 
We 


have some every year, all the time. 


The bumblebee and the hornet both 


work and develop much the same as the 
honey bee. The comb, however, of the 
hornet is made and found in layers hori- 
zontaJlj ; the honey bee comb is arranged 
in sections vertically. In every hive there 
are two kinds ot wax. The bees gather 
honey tor food, pollen for bee brand, glue 
to enable them to construct the comb. 
Wax is not gathered but is o secretion, a 
fat, ot the body of tbe bee. The bees 
make tbrte different kinds of comb- 
workers, drone and queen comb, each for 
each. When a colony is without a queen 
the workers make drone comb. The 
queen is a valuable bee. Raising queens 
is an industry, Mr. Hahursl, of Kansas 
City, raises about 2,000 annually. Price 
of each 75c, sent through the mails, Mr 
Gastman exhibited a small box made ol 
wire, containing six beep, which he re- 
ceived last Saturday from a man in Lou- 
isiana. 


In answer to the inquiry, Is comb man- 


ufactured? Mr. G. said No— none what- 
ever, but that comb foundation which 
jreatly aided the bees in tlieir work. 
There is no pure honey manufuctured, 
either. 
Honey was adulterated. 
Mr. 


Root, of Indiana, has offered $100 for a 
pound of manufactured honey that could 
not be detected or that was better. Mr. 
9, will give 810 for a pound of the same, 
'or he believes it oannut be made. Comb 
honey cannot be adulterated. In winter 
if you see extracted honey, clear and 
bright like syrup, it is probably glucose. 
Pure honey will gum or candy. 


All hives are now made with movable 


frames, invented by Bev. T. T. Langter, 
and the best are known as his five. 


Don't trouble the bees at night; in the 


broad daylight is the time to work with 
btes, Mr. G. had a section of comb, also 
of wax, that he passed around among the 
audience. He explained the management 
of bees, process of raising queens, form- 
ing a colony, and answered many queries. 
Ele stated that Saturday afternoon he 
was usually among his bees, and would 
36 glad to show any one interested many 
interesting features ot bee life if they 
would call at his house at that time. 


The evening was very warm and the 


ludience was very much surprised to note 
the fact that Mr. G. had been talking 
more than an hour. The Y. M. O. A.

probable, for we have had several hard froitl 
within thla month, to Ihe Injury of tbe gar- 
deni and fruit treoa. The wheat crop looks 
finely thi§ spring, and If no accident occur! to 
It there will be twice the amount of wheat 
raised thii aeuon that there hai been in any 
prevloua one In Illinois. Jlour la aolllng at 
$10 per barrel, wheat 11.80 per buiket, pot*- 
toei 12.00, butter 20 cents, eggi 10 cent*, corn 
60 cent*, oats 40 oentt. There will be ah 
abundance of everything railed thla year If 
we have a good aeason, and I think the proa- 
pect !• a fair one. Prcvleioni are very scarce 
and dear here, aa well a> In New England, 
though we don't feel the aoarolty to much, a* 
there are out very few poor people, and a 
plenty of work for all who are dlapoaed to do 
It. Thin la far the boat country for the poor 
man, 
A nybody with tbe ambition of a inall 


can gain a livelihood and lay up money ba- 
aldea. There Is room In thla very county for 
ten thousand poor folks, all of whom could 
obtain a good living, If ther hid good MOM 
anil a dlipotiUon to labor. 


The letter does not contain much «!M 


ot local interest now, except the mention 
of a ball on the evening of May 1, at Tay- , 
lor's Hotel, (what recollections come to 
the old settler at mention of the name) 
and the writer speaks of the young lady 
who was his partner on the occasion, and 
who, be says, could "jnst get right op 
and howl if she has a mind to." Inas- 
much as the lady is now a staid grand- 
mother living in a neighboring city it

AN eruption upon the sun has 


been in progress during the last 
three days. The Rochester Demo- 
crat says that an observation of the 
sun Tuesday revealed no spots, ex- 
cept the great group which was well 
advanced toward the Western limb 
and was going out of sight on Wed 
nesday. An observation on Wednes- 
day, however, showed that new spots 
had formed a little to the east of the 
meridian. 
Two of them were well 


defined and others could ba seen at 
intervals. 
When 
first 
observed, 


there was a thin haze in the atmos- 
phere, which allowed good defini- 
tion, but cut off a great deal of 
light. 
By the aid of this hazn a 


scarlet vapor could be seen rising 
from the disturbed region and float- 
ing northward over the sun's disk. 
One of these scarlet clouds was trac- 
ed for a considerable distance, the 
contrast of colors being very plain. 
The eruptions of Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday produced results which were 
often noticed by meteorologists dur- 
ing 1884 and 1885. The effects are 
immediate upon our atmosphere, but 
they cannot be foretold because the 
evidence does not appear until after 
the spots form.

WASHINGTON, May

court judges have the most desirable pos 
tions in Uncle Sam's employ. 
They ge 


$10,000 a year during their terms on til 
bench, and at the age ot 70 they hare th 
right to retire on tbe same salary for the re- 
mainder of their lives 
Last month Judg 


Miller reached this age, and m Novembe 
Judge Field and Chief Justice Waite, will see 
their 70th birthdays. Judge Bradley ivas 7 
three years ago, so that there will ba at th 
close of this year four supreme justice 
eligible to i etirement. In case they shouk 
retire, President Cleveland will have th 
appointment of their successors, and on this 
account tha leading lawyers of the country 
are watching the supreme court TI tth grea 
interest I can inform them, however, tha 
the justices are all in excellent health, anc 
that the nine of them will average abon 
SOO pounds each in weight, though Bradley 
it little else than skin and bone. 


THE SUPREME COURT ROOM. 


They are as a body the sleekest, fattest 


jolliest and the same time stateliest assembly 
In Washington. They correspond to Shakes- 
peare's definition of their class, and their 
stomachs have no more wrinkles than so 
many drum heads. Secure in their higl 
positions, surrounded by a host of good fel 
lows and wilh $10,000 a year assured them 
for their 1 fetlrnes, they can sneer at care 
and laugh and grow fat. A i eady the gov 
ernment has pa d these judges over $1,000, 
000 in salaries and nearly every one of them 
has received a fortune from Uncla Sam. 
Judge Miller's receipts as, supreme judge have 
amounted to more than $230,000; Field's 
1220,000, Bradley's, 1150,000; Harltm's, $80, 
000; Woods', $50,000; Matthews and Gray, 
$40,000 each, and Blatchford's more than 
$30,000. 
Chief Justice Waite has been 


twelve years on the bench, at a salary 01 
$10,500 a year, or a total of 1126,000 


It is no v, onder that they are as a class 


long lived, and in looking back over our 
history you will find that only forty-three 
men all told have occupied seats on the su-

Thero have been only seven 


supreme justices, and nearly every one of 
these has lived to a good old age 
John Jay 


died at 86, John Marshall at 80, Roger R 
Taney at 87, and Salmon P. Chase, who was

the supremo court since the beginning have 
served for more than twenty years, and five

is situated just off the busy corridor of the 
Capitol which leads from the house to the 
senate, and is about midway between these. 
At its door siU an old negro with a gray 
ward and Caucasian features which never 
«: acfc a smile He opens the door solemnly 
•o the visitor and closes it without a sound. 
Ete is as stately as the chief justice himself, 
and he has been here as long as any of the 
men upon the bench. 


The interior of the court is a half dome, 


»ant fully finished, and carpeted with the 
inest velvet 
Its furniture is mahogany, 


•nd the cushions, carpets and curtains are 
of a soft old r d. Around the walls are 
marble busts of the chief justices of the past* 
•nd on a rostrum at the back of tha room 
it the nine justices in full black robes, 
>efore a long mahogany bench. They have 
ugh-backed chairs, which are well filled 
with thfir rotund forms, and their black 
atm gowns make them look like a set of

CARE OF HORSES. 


A Veterinary Surgeon Gives gome Advice 


That la of Great Yalue. 


A leadingveterinarysurgeon, in con- 


versation with a reporter, said; "Want 
of ordinary care often ruins some of 
the beat horses. Even those people 
employed to take charge of the ani- 
mals often iisgleetsomc of the simplest 
things. Every horse should be reshod 
at least once a month. After each 
day's work the animal's feet should be 
carefully examined, to ascertain that 
bhe shoes are in good order and gravel 
or stones removed. Twice each week 
the feet ahpnld be carefully looked at, 
broken nails replaced, loose shoes 
fastened and projecting clinches re- 
duced. Once a week the feet sbonld 
bo stuffed with flax-seed meal or wet 
clay. Any unhealthy condition of the 
hoof ought to be immediately attended 
to. Horses require careful grooming 
and should be rubbed dry when used; 
not allowed to stand without rubbing 
when heated. Occasional sponging ol 
the nostrils with a weak mixture of 
vinegar and water ia also beneficial. 
The practice of nsiog a hose or stream 
of cold water on a horse when heated 
is very injurious. 
Care should be ex- 


ercised to see that the feed is kept free 
from 
dust, 
foreign 
substances 


and 
bad 
odor. 
Small 
quantitiei 


fed frequently are 
best 
for 
the 


animals. 
Bran 
mash 
should 
be 


given once a week, never oftener than 
twice, except when it is desirable as a 
purge. 
Glauber salts given once a 


week will help to keep the horse 
healthy. 
Watering a horse while 


warm or immediately after eating is 
bad; but before eating [it is not objec- 
tionable, or while at work. Stables 
should be kept clean, well ventilated 
and free from smells. The feed boxes 
should be scrupulously clean, and 
washed once a week with vinegar and 
water. 
Those animals affected with 


glanders or discharge from the nostrils 
should be isolated and kept tied. Man 
and beast are both in danger of infec- 
tion therefrom. 
In places and vicinity 


where an infected animal is thus tied 
tho wood and iron work should be 
cleansed with hot water and soap, and 
covered with a wash of freshly-mixed 
quicklime, which should be scraped off 
and removed within two days. 
All 


harness, horse-cloths, saddle-cloths and 
blankets need by a glandered horse 
should be destroyed. 
Corns on horses' 


feet are bruises of the sensitive sole, 
and mostly occur in the fore feet 
These should be carefully attended to, 
and if treated in time, will soon disap- 
pear; otherwise the horse may be per- 
manently lamed. Trotting on a hard 
road will often produce corns, and like 
human beings, they arise mary times 
from bad sloes. Attention to these 
simple things will often save valuable 
horses from being ruined."—N. Y. Mail

Terenzini, whose model of Garibaldi won him 
fame all over the world, 


Terenzini is a student from the Academy 


of Arts at Carrara; he occupies a place in the 
front rank of the world's artists. Nestore 
Corradi is another eminent sculptor, whose 
home is in New York. 
There is not room in 


a limited newspaper article to properly set 
forth the works of these great artists. Alone 
it would fill on interesting magazine sketch. 
Professors of music are numerous, of course. 
Importers in various wares and manufactures 
are important members of the commercial 
circles of New York. 


The restaurant business is a line in which 


our Italian brothers flourish, and regularly 
throw the American hi the shade. Twenty- 
seven Italian restaurants of note are here, 
some of them known all over the country, 
and there are some nobody would admit 
knowing. 


The Italian population are mainly Cath- 


olics, and have no separate national homes 
or asylums, but there are several benevolent 
institutions and societies that do a general 
charity work 
wholly jamong their owri 


people apar., from all religious orders. They 
help the poor to work and feed the hungry, 
and save the already over-full refuges of the 
city from an otherwise large increase of 
pntientb and inmates. 


These societies are not strictly charitable 


institutions, but to a degree social and pleas- 
ure seeking, but have a care over certain 
classes nnd portion-i of their people, particu- 
larly their membership. 
In tho eighteen so- 


cieties there is a membership of 2 104, with a 
fund, net, of 1813-1,120. 
The Italian Rifle 


Guard is a most ci editable military organi- 
zation. 


The common Italian laborers are engaged 


on nearly all public works, and form a large 
part of the muscle and sinew of railroad 
work, sewer building, etc. There are some 
skilled workmen among the Italians, too. If 
any one will take the trouble to study up 
the different classes of this foreign citizen- 
ship they will find a portion of the very 
poor, whose na'ural abilities are good, but 
tic obscured by ignorance that the little 
space between human and bruto is hard to 
define. Theso people are mobtly ragpickers, 
men and women, who ransack ash barrels, 
and actually subsist from the garbage they 
rake over in the street; also, the organ- 
grinders and some few fruit and peanut 
venders. They are fathers and mothers, sur- 
rounded by sad-eyed little children. 


These poor peop'e are not mentally vigor- 


ous enough to be vicious or evil. They live 
as best they can, with no hope of anything 
beyond supplying the physical needs, mostly 
food and covering, and like the animals do 
not cavil at the quality or kind. Too many 
of them are driven to this life by those who 
profit by their labor and gatherings. While 
the police and humanitarians are doing all 
in their power to stop this peculiar traffic, 
it is carried on all the same and manages to 
elude detection most of the time. 


Attendance at school is fair, but the aver- 


age Italian children are poor, and are not 
properly clothed for the public schools. The 
missions do something for them. In Leonard 
itreet there is a very respectable and flour 


fining Italian school" lib" was"establish'ed*by 
the merchants, and has been benefited by 
the Children's Aid society. 


There is a large population of Italians in 


Harlem, .numbering nearly 4,000, and an 
Italian church (Catholic) with a large pa- 
rochial residence, school and mission, on 
Pleasant avenue. This is destined to be a 
great Italian center; rents aro low, room in 
abundance, excellent sanitary location, and 
we have no other foreign class of citizens so 
much in need of the virtue that is ranked 
next to Godliness. 
By nature the native 


Italian is not a sloven—but poverty and 
cramped facilities seem to drag them down 
to filthy habits, or careless abandonment of 
cleanly customs, with amazing surety and 
swiftness. The women are naturally idle; 
they have Hbtle to do, except carry a baby 
or attend a husband's fruit stand; there is no 
domestic frugality among them. They live 
in mere closets, and have nothing to take 
care of but the invariable baby. 
As to 


going out to service, as the Germans and 
Irish do, the idea is absurd to them; and 
knowing nothing of household cares and 
labor, they would not succeed as servants. 
The very poor Italian women have neither 
the ambition nor energy to learn to speak 
English. The sense of affection as mothers 
is strong and protective only in the fact of 
possession. The future of a child, its good 
and progress, is a thing they never think of. 
Note gathering among these people, I 
noticed a group of mothers and children sit- 
ting on dirty, unswept steps on Rose street, 
and one remarkable prevailing feature at- 
tracted attention, viz.. the graceful, perfect 
forms of the poor little unfortunates as they 
rolled about in their raggede-it rags, in 
tho gutter and on the pavement Their 
little arms were mo lels of beauty, and their 
hips and limbs, in both sexes, perfect to the 
curves and lines of natural development. 
The shoulders were petite, but studies for the 
sculptor; taking the grimy little hand of a 
child about 4 years old it amazed me with 
its perfection of shape and its flexible taper- 
ing fingers. The child fixed her great, black 
mournful eyes upon my face as if wondering 
at the touch of something clean and white, 
and the soft, black little fingers clung ten- 
derly as if in expectation or wii,h for some- 
thing more. 


Beauty of face as well as form predominates 


in the poor Italian children—then- eyes are 
full of poetical depths, their finely cut lips ar- 
tistic to a marked 
degree; strange as it 


may casually appear, the sensualities of 
low-bred, uncultivated 
people 
do not 


appear with this physical beauty. 
After 


a protractad visit to the localities where 
this low life is seen it was evident that there 
are not half schools enough, or enterprise 
enough, in the philanthropic classes to meet 
the case of progressive reform among the 
Italian poor of this city. Eighteen societies 
of the native population does not even touch 
the welfare of the very poorest element The 
chimes of Trinity and the good cheer oi 
Five Points bells and the ringing from a 
dozen belfry towers around Center, Chat- 
ham, Pearl, Rose and White streets, do not 
penetrate with any other influence but that 
of vibration, the dens and closets, cellars and 
attics that store away nearly 3.000 ragged, 
uncleanly, bright-minded, beautiful-eyed hu- 
man beings. 


No wonder the midnight air at times re- 


verberates with a stifled cry for help; that 
the stiletto flashes in the dim moonlight; 
that starving, infuriated humanity rushes 
to the piers and wharves, 
and madly 


plunges 
into 
the 
cool 
still 
waters; 


that 
nauseated 
with 
the 
pest 
odors 


of decaying 
rags, sick 
with 
poisoned 


garbage 
for 
food, 
crazed 
with 
the 


constant wail of starving babes, a mother 
smothers them under a filth-heap of rags, 
and swings herself into death by rope or 
strap. This is one picture of a New York 
Italy. 
The Harlem population are much to 


b» envied by their Rose street relatives. 
Room, air and water they have in abund- 
ance; and the children present by far a more 
hopeful, healthy appearance. A large num- 
ber are employed in the gardens and yards 
and dairy farms in Westchester, and in the 
vicinity of Fordham, High Bridge and there- 
abouts. They are law abiding, well disposed 
in every way—as doubtless the downtown 
unfortunates would be if they too had work, 
homes, health and food. 


Fanaticism and over-zaal in religion does 


not burden the Italian. Unlike the Irish 
devotte, the sons yof Italy are lacking in 
energy to prosecute religious studies and 
worship. 
So far as it can be learned 


among the church-going classes, they en- 
tertain more of a poetic, romantic idea 
of religion than regard for it as a meant 
of future salvation. 
For instance, they 


prefer the church that makes the best dis- 
play, affords .the best music,' etc.; to heal 
doctrines or bestow dutiful attentions from 
a se.ise of religious principle is not the Ital- 
ian idea at all. They are sticklers 
for 


ease in their worship—going when most 
convenient, and at their pleasure, not from 
obligation. 
Naturally 
a 
drama-loving 


people, they would if they could fill every 
theatre in the city regularly. The Italian 
Dpera catches the best classes, of course, and 
wiih great generosity. 
Music-loving, dra- 


matically instinctive, poetic in imagination, 
from the aristocrat to the rag gather, they 
are an interesting class of American citizen- 
ship. 


They are not politicians, and do not begin 


to count on Washington clerkships as soon 
as they sight Castle Garden. They look 
upon Garibaldi as the greatest hero on 
earth, and Gen. Grant the next P. T. Bar- 
num comes in for a tremendous amount oi 
Italian homage, and Patti is a divinity in 
their estimation. At the consulate quarters 
on State street the representative of the 
press is received 
with marked 
polite- 


ness by the corps of clerks, and the jolly 
white-bearded consul is an exception in good 
manners to the newspaper man or woman; 
they do not load one down with the virtues 
and greatness of the nation they represent, 
but with great modesty state facts and 
figures concisely, with deferencfl to other 
opinions, and without eniphazing their own, 
They ailimre the government of the United 
States and the euteprise of the people, but 
while loving America much they still love 
Italy more.

A FRUIT DIEf. 


It AultU Digestion and Relieve* Djripeptle 


Stomaoha. 


One of the most salutary tendencies 


of the common domestic management 
in our day is that which aims at assign- 
ing to fruit a favored place in our 
ordinary diet. The nutrient value of 
such, food, in virtue of its component 
starchy and saccharine materials, is 
generally admitted; snd while these 
substances can not be said to equal in 
accumulative force the more solid in- 
gredients of meat and animal fat, they 
are similarly useful in their own degree 
and have, moreover, the advantage of 
greater digestibility. Their conversion 
within the tissues is also attended with 
less friction and pressure on the con- 
structive machinery. Almost all per- 
sons in fairly normal health may par- 
take of sound and ripe fruit in greater 
or less amount Except in certain 
cases, indeed, there is practically 
no exact limit to its consumption under 
these 
circumstances. 
Among such 


exceptions may be noted the gouty and 
rheumatic habits of body. A tend- 
ency to diarrhoea or a dysenteric his- 
tory obviously forbids the free or fre- 
quent use of fruit Dyspeptic stomachs, 
on the other hand, are usually bene- 
fited by a moderate allowance of thii 
light and stimulating fare. It most be 
remembered, moreover, that 
every 


fruit is not equally wholesome, let the 
digestion be ai powerful as it may. 
Nuts, for example, consisting M they 
do, for the most part, of condensed 
'albuminoid and fatty matters, can not 
compare in acceptance, either by th« 
palate or the stomach, with other more 
succulent kinds, even though they con- 
tain in the same bulk a far greater 
amount of nutriment. A little of such 
fruit is enough for digestion, and that 
little is best cooked. Nevertheless, it 
we take fruit as a whole, ripe and 
sound, of course, and consider ita vari- 
ety, its lightness and nourishing prop- 
erties, whether eaten alone or with 
other food, and its cheap abundance, 
we can not hesitate to add oar voice in 
'support of its just claims on public at- 
tention.—London Lancet.

He is 
a little more subdued In his speech and does 
not run to flippancy and sarcasm as much as 
lie did In the first few weeks when he was 
called upon to breast his eaillest notoriety. 


xle was always open, frank and unreserved 
In hlB talk, and frequently In his oonversa- 
. tlons with me has to some extent disregard- 
ed the ban placed upon him, first by Kapler, 
his New Zealand attorney; next by Lawyer 
Oluney In Ban Francisco and latterly by his 
attorneys here, each of whom told him In 
Most positive language tint, Innocent or 
guilty, his safety toy In silence.

Martin and Fanntloroy told me that I should 
linvo made a statement when I was first ar- 
rested, but nu I hail not done this, and as I 
liad been In St. Louis some days before they 
liiul time to consult with me, I had better 
continue the policy which 1 had started In 
on and say nothing at all about my case." 
I believe tills statement because Maxwell 
hns told me over and over that he wanted to 
give out tils defense but could not afford to 
ignore the advice of his lawyers, and so the 
public would be obliged to wait for the case 
to come to trial before learning the defense. 


Aftoi a little talk of this kind yesterday 
Harwell came to the conclusion that as the 
trial would begin to-day, U would Be best to 
eay something about his defense, so he told 
me In so muny words that his attorneys 
would not deny tlio Identity of the remains, 
but would acknowledge tne death of Preller 
at Maxwell's hands, and Insist that the 
dimth was dueto accident, arising from cir- 
cumstances which Proller had himself In- 
yltcd.

When 
Maxwell was brought back from Auck- 
land he talked freely with a newspaper 
reporter here, and introduced into con- 
versation an hypothetical case, asking 
what would be the legal consequences of 
a man acting in the capacity of a physi- 
cian, 
killing 
his 
patient 
by 
an 


overdose of chloroform 
through an 


error of judgment. 
The interview was 


published at the time and was at once 
denied by Maxwell. The so-called con- 
lession now published is evidently based 
on that interview, and is probably a fair 
guess at what the defense will be. 


When asked if the interview was cor- 


rect, Maxwell simply replied that he was 
pot talking to newspaper men on the sub- 
ject of his defense, and that he would 
not contradict or admit any statement the 
newspapers saw fit to publish. Maswell's 
lawyers ridicule the story. They say that 
no such confession was made by Max- 
well, and that their line of defense will 
not be made known until the proper time 
arrives during the trial,

Soutn American trade was almost 
completely monopollaed by Great Britain, 
and said of thirty-five million dollars of 
manufactures imported into Chili the United 
States furnished only (our per cent He 
would not permit England to hold this mar- 
ket on the threahhold of this country If by 
the payment of a lihenil compensation for 
carrying the mails the United States could 
rescue tne trade from her, and he hoped tbe 
Senate amendment wonld be adopted witb 
an amendment which he would offer, an- 
thorlzinfi the Postmaster-General to expend 
$400,000 of tbe appropriation on existing lines 
and tbe other $400,000 in putting service on 
new lines. 
Mr Elggs (III) opposed) the foreign mail 
service amendment, and contended that the 
figxires cited, Instead of showing that too 
little was paid for the foreign service, 
showed t hat too much was paid for the 
coastwise service.
